REMEMBER THE ALAMO! 

In September, 1835, Texas's leader, Stephen Austin declard war upon 
Mexico and its dictator, Santa Anna. Until this time Texas had been a part 
of Mexico. One of the great leaders in this rebellion against dictatorship 
was Colonel Jim Bowie, inventor of the famous Bowie Knife. The Texans 
captured San Antonio and manned the fort at the Alamo Mission to guard 
it. But soon Texan officers decided to invade Mexico itself and took the 
Army away from Fort Alamo and with this event the stage was set for 
one of the most colorful and inspiring chapters in American history. 

Under Santa Anna a huge Mexican army attacked the Alamo. The Fort 
held but a few Texan volunteers and eighty Tennesseans led by the famous 
frontiersman Davy Crockett, 1 80 in all, facing an army of 4,000. Santa An- 
na warned that no mercy would be shown the defenders. Preparing for the 
attack, Jim Bowie slipped and fell from the wall and was seriously injured. 
He gave command of the Alamo to Lieutenant Colonel Travis. 

There was a chance to escape and Travis drew a line on the parade 
ground and askd all volunteers to defend the Alamo to step over it. Every 
man did and even Jim Bowie, weak and dying from his accident, asked to 
be carried across the fateful line. 

Santa Anna's army attacked. Again and again they were pushed back 
by the fiercely fighting Americans. But they could not withstand such great 
odds and in the end the Mexican army breached the walls. Davy Crockett 
fought like a tiger until a bullet reached.him. Each man fought to the death. 
The last to die was Jim Bowie who struck them dov/n from his cot until his 
life too was snuffed out. The Mexicans lost more than 1,500 men and, in 
the end, lost the war. For the cry, "Remember the Alamo" pushed Texans 
to great valor, a battle cry by which to remember great and valiant men, 
men who died for freedom, the heritage of all Americans.
